Therefore, non-elected claims 9, 10, 12, 13 and 15-17 have been 
re-joined. Accordingly, claims 1-22 are pending for the examination, and claims 1-22 are 
allowed.

• wherein color filter forming region of first side entirelv corresponds to color filter 
non-forming region of second side, and color filter non-forming region of first side 
entirelv corresponds to color filter forming region of second side 

Claim 2: 

A color filter: 

• a color filter forming region and a color filter non-forming region are formed within 
a lighting region 

• a first side of the lighting region includes both of the color filter forming region 
and the color filter non-forming region
